THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 
THE WEEK REFORE THE FLECTION. 

CotumBus, O., Oct. 4.—[{Special »Corre- 
spondence of The Tribune,}—The closing 
week of the campaign finds the liquor ques- 
tion to the fore, as it was when the campaign 
begun. It has been pretty badly battered 
meanwhile, bobbing up after its first down- 
fali only tebe knocked outof sight, and land- 
ing, when Hoadly gave out, in the repair- 
shop, from which it now emerges with 
scarcely enough of its former shape to be 
recignizable. Its original features have 
been remodeled by events that were un- 
looked-for in early summer, and although 
Mr. Hoadly and the Democratic committee 
wouid have voters believe that it is the same 
old thing, they grieve that it is not, while the 
Republican managers, too, but for different 
reasons, wish that the agitation might have 
been confined within the channel marked 
out by the legislation of iast spring. The 
change in the situation is attributable mainly 
tothe successful operation of the 
Seott Liquor-Tax law and the 
extraordinary growth of the prohibi- 
tien movement. By the former a practi- 
cal appeal has been made to taxpayers, who 
find their lists reduced by $2,000,000, the re- 
duction representing the contribution of 
liquor-dealers to the -police and poor funds 
and to the general revenues of the counties. 
That the traffic should at the same time pay 
towards the support of institutions for which 
itis targely responsible and save money to 
every owner of property, while it interferes 
with no person’s habits or desires, invests it 
with qualities that the Republicans think 
ought to soothe alike the conscience, the 
pocketbook, and the palate. At Cincinnati 
where the liquor-tax amounts to $400,000, the 
rate of assessment on property has beer re- 
duced from $2.24 to $2 per $100, There has 
been no reduction at Cleveland, where the 
collections amounted to $220,000, the Com- 
mon Council (Demoeratic) refusing to 
order a new apportionment, but the 
cities and large towns generally have 
reaped benefits corresponding to those at 
Cincinnati. Farmers have not saved much 
through the law. Those livingin counties 
containing large towus or cities bave had 
to look on while the municipalities gobbled 
the greater part of the revenues, while thosc 
in counties given almost entirely to farming 
have naturally not had relief, their saloon 
revenues not affording it. This may account 
in part for the enormous support assured to 
the prohibition amendment in the interior of 


the State. 
A FANATICAL WAR-CRY. 

The cry of the Prohibitionists is for no com- 
promise with evil. They oppose the Scott 
law as vigorously as they do the Democratic 
plea for a license system. Between the two, 
indeed, they recognize no distinction. If the 
traffic is right it should be as free from re- 
straint or burden, they say, as any other bus- 
iness; if wrong it ought to be prohibited, 
like any other nuisance. A tax will 
not check it, but will simply ed- 
weate people to the belief that they cannot 
get along without the revenue therefrom, 
while for every dollar collected ten are 
squandered in dramshops, filling the poor- 
houses jails with inmates, and homes, 
that would be happy and pro-perous without 
these shops, with misery and sorrow. In re- 
sponse tu the piea that prohibition could not 
be enforced, even if the amendinent were to 
carry, and hence that the people ought to be 
content with burdening the traffic, they say 
that they do not expect complete reform at 
once, but that an assertion of popular will 
against liquor-selling will in the natural 
course of events lead to the enactment and 

ltimate enforcement of prohibitory laws. 

hey do not hope to stop absolutely the sale 
of liquor within the State, but think they can 
prevent its open sale reduce to a mini- 
mum its evils. This, believe, is a fair 
statement, _stri of cant and fa- 
naticism, of the temperance  pusition. 
Many of 4 advocates, it need hardly be 
said, go far beyond this position in their in- 
tolerance, but the recruits won to the canse. 
especially in localities where the trafiic is 
common, have been influenced bY such con- 
siderations as above outlined. his is the

Cleveland Leader: Mr. Woodward, “ Jay-

GENTLEMEN BOTH.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Oct, 5,—[Special.]— 
Regarding the reports which have regched 
the Eastern press in regard to the speech. of

MONEY-ORDERS. 
CUMBERSOME WORK ABOUT THE BUSINESS. 

Wasutnoton, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.}— 
Already requests for the establishment of 
monev-order offices next July have begun to 
pour in apon the Post-Office Department, al- 
though fothing can be done antil the com- 
mencement of the next fiscal year. Under- 
the law as it now stands the salary of a Post- 
master must reach $250 per annum before a 
money-Order office can be established, and 
then only on the ist day of July succeeding 
the request. There isa great deal of cum- 
bersome work about the money-order 
business, whieh it is said Congress 
will be asked to look into during 
the coming winter, and to simplify the work 
if possible, At present.it is necessary to keep | 
three sets of accountants employed to make 
up the postal accounts, as each Postmaster 1s 
required to keep separate books for the 
money-@rder and postal business of his of- 
fice. When his quarterly returns are made 
they are continued in two different series of 
books, and finally orought together in a third 
set. In the opinion of officials of the Post- 

ffice Department these accounts might all 
be kept by one set of men, and the services of 
at least fifty clerks might be dispensed with 
withoutdamage to the postal system and at 
& great saving to the Government. This, to- 
gether with an effort to secare the more 
frequegt establishment of money-order of- 
fices, wilt occupy the attention of several of 
the posta!-reform members this winter.

FABULOUS PRICES FOR RARE EDITIONS. 
New York, Oct. 5.—/Special.|—A murmur 
of excitement was created today during the 
sale of the Cooke library at Clinton Hall, 
when the auctioneer said that the four folio 
editions of Shakspeare’s works of 1623, 1682, 
164, and 1655 had been reached, andin a 
very matter-of-fact way asked for a bid of 
$2,000 for the lot. Immediately four heads 
nodded in reply, and a lively contest was be- 
nfor the ownership of the rare volumes. 
y bids of from $100 to $25 the 
offers rapidly rose to $2,500, when 
the bidding lulled. The lot was finally 
knocked of to Mr. H. B. Lane, who repre- 
sented Mr. J. W. Benton, of this city, for 
$2,900. lt was expected that they would 
bring more than they did. That of 1628 is of 
the first folio edition of Shakspeare’s plays, 
of which only 250 copies were printed. Only 
nineteen copies are now in this country, 
and twenty-five in England. Among the 
other rare books disposed of was Holliwell’s 
folio edition of Shakspeare of 1853 to Yale 

College for $300.

Analysis of Commercial Disasters for 
the Third Quarter of 


Decreased Animation in General Business 
_ Shown by the Weekly Mercan- 
tile Reviews.

A QUARTER’S FAILURES. 
STARTLING FIGURES. 

New York, Oct. 5.—|Special.]—The dis- 
tinctive feature of the failures for the third 
quarter of the year is the surprising increase 
of mercantile disasters in the Eastern and 
Middle States. This was due largely to the 
heavy failures'in the leather trade in Boston 
and in the clothing trade in this city. The 
total number of failures in the United States 
for the quarter ending Sept. 30, as reported 
at Bradstreet’s Mercantile Agency, is 2,062, 
an increase of 404 over the corresponding 
quarter of 1882. The reported liabili- 
ties are $49,455,151. and the assets $23,575,531 
the increase in reported liabilities being in 
round numbers $30,000,000, over the third 
quarter of 1882. Thus far this year 7.555 
failures are reported, this being an increase 
of 2,000 over the first nine months of the 
previous year. These represent gross 
liabilities of $123,000,000, and gross assets of 
only $63,000,000, and their magnitude may 
be judged from the fact that the increase in 
liabilities is $52,000,000, and in as#ets $26,- 
000,000 in round nuimbers. 

The failures for the quarter in this city 
were eighty, which is nine less than in the 
third quarter of 1882, but the ameunt of 
liabilities is increased from $4,559,082 to 
$9,024,761.° The assets, too, were increased 
from $1,948,316 to $5,641,865, the percentage 
of the latter to the former being 68, as against 
43 in the previous same quarter last year. 
The-total number of failures in this city 
during the first nine months of the year is 
333, an increase of eighty over last year’s 
record for the same period. 

By sections the failures for the quarter 
have been: Easterh States, 355; Middle, 443; 
Southern, 290; Western, 615; Pacific, 272; 
Territories, 87; Canada and Provinces, 329, 
The liabilities in the Western district were 
$8,683,007. The average liabilities of each 
failme trader throughout the country were 
$23, 986,ethe perceitage of assets to liabilities 
being 48. ‘Lhe average of liabilities to eaeh 
trader are $10,700 greater than tbe first quar- 
ter, and $9,000 greater than those for the séc- 
ond quarter ot the year. The aumber of 
failures are, however, 1,127 less than during 
the first quarter, and 45 less than during the 
second quarter of the year. 

THE WEEKLY REVIEWS. 
BRADSTREET’S PEPORT.

prouts is drawing to a close. The failures 
continue to be numerous, but they seein to 
reflect more the mistakes of the past than 
any serious defects in business at present, 
‘the money market continues easy, though 
the exhaustion of the surpius reserve of the 
banks leads to a contraction of loans, the ef- 
fect of which, however, has not been at all 
serious. 

‘The grain markets have been irregular and 
unsettled, but without much variation in 
prices, There is a better feeiing in the pro- 
vision trade, but the advanee in prices is 
slight. Cotton is stronger in view of the 
probable reduced crop, but receipts have in- 
terfered with any material advance in prices, 
Petroleum has been fairly steady, with a 
tendency at the close upwards.

Between 200 300 
more bushels are claimed te have been 
thrashed from five stacks in Douglas Coun- 
ty, this season than were obtained from 
eight stacks last year, the size of the stacks 
being same. 

The ucreage in wheat as reported June 1 
was 271,687, and returns received this month 
give an average yield of fourteen and eighty- 
nine hundredths bushels per acre, giving an 
aggregate crop of 38,305,373. As much as 3 
per cent, however, has been destroyed by 
storms, which reduces the average per acre 
to fourteen and forty-five hundredths bush- 
els per acre, or an aggregate of 37,156,211. 
Returns show a greater area in wheat by 
64,466 acres than that given in the preliminary 
statement of the State Statistician. This, no 
doubt, arises from the circumstance that 
nano continued very much later thau 
usual. 

The quality of the grain is good, and has 
for the must part been saved in excellent 
condition. 

‘There were reported 922,813 acres in oats. 
The crop generally is good, although the 
average is not up to of last year, 
only 37.35 bushels per acre, or an aggregate 
of 3,448,609 businets. This is due largely to 
late seeding, although the drouth aiso af- 
fected the crop. 

The average yield of bariey is twenty-four 
and sixteen-hundreths bushels per acre on 
304,006 acres, an aggregate of 7,344,755 
bushels. ‘The quality, however, falls 15 per 
cent below good No. 1 grade. A considera- 
bie proportion of the crop will grade No. 3; 
the bulk of it No. 2. 4 

The area sown to rye was 25,834 acres, and 
the average per acre is reported at seventeen 
bushels, the quality being 3 per cent better 
than an average. The aggregate yield, ac- 
cording to this, will be 439,178 bushels. 

Corn was planted late and under unfavor- 
able circumstances. ‘The crop last year hav- 
ing failed to ripen fully in many localiti 
farmers were compelied to purchase 5 
grown elsewhere. Unfortunately a consid- 
erable number of them obtained seed from 
Nebraska and other moré southerly States. 
‘The backward spring made late plant- 
ing necessary, and corn came forward 
very slowly until the middle 
of July. It then started growing, and by 
Sept. 6 was promising a fairly @ crop, but 
unusually early and severe frosts the two fol- 
lowmys nights damaged it fully 50 per cent, 
and subsequent frosts injured it still more, 
The result is there will very little good 
sound corn harvested in the State this year, 
and the value of the crop for market ur feed 
will hardiy reach 33 per cent of an average 
yield.

False Alarm Among Coal Men. 

New York, Oct. 5.—[(Special.|—The ‘sale 
of several thousands of tons of coal at a re- 
duced rate by the Delaware & Hudson Coal 
Company caused quite a stir in the coal 
trade today. Reports were in circulation 
that a war of prices between the great coal 
companies had been begun. The officers of 
the Delaware & Hudson Company laughed 
at the idea of a war of prices, and expiained 
that amicable feelmgs existed between the 
leading coal-producing companies, 

Vice-President Olyphant said: “It is true 
that this company has sold 10,000 or 15)000 
tons of coai at prices that will perhaps aver- 
age 15 cents a ton less than the September 
rates. We were indueed to dispose of this 
coal because we could not get the necessary 
cars to transport it west or north. We have 
notcut under the prices of the other com- 
panies, but have simply come dowh to the 
sauie prices they have been maintainine.”’ 

The action of the Delaware & Hudson 
Company seems to have produced no disturb- 
ing effect on such concerns as the Reading, 
Delaware & Lackawanna, or Pennsylvania 
Coal Companies. Officers of those three com- 
panies disclaimed any expectations of a coal- 
rate fight. It was learned that the Delaware 
& Hudson Company had adhered strictly to 
its September circular, while other compa- 
nies had been makme open reductions. ‘fhe 
alleged decrease in prices by the Delaware & 
Hudson was but a return to its August rates. 

Mr. Olyphant said that he presumed his 
company would continue to sell under the 
August circular for the present unlessan 
immediate increased demand for coal should 
impei them to return to the Septewber rates. 
The coal trade is now in -apparently healthy 
condition. The coal companies cannot get 
transportation to the West for as much coal 
as they have orders for.

THE WESTERN UNION DECISION. 

The construction which owners and deal- 
ers in corporation securities are disposed to 
| put upon the recent decision of the New 
York Court of Appeals in the Western 
Union case warrants a more detailed state- 
ment of the nature of the suit than Tar 
Trrpune has given. In the early part of 
1881 the Western Union Company issued 
84,000 shares of stock in payment for the 
| property of the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph 
Company, equal in par value to $8,400,000; 
150,000 shares ($15,000,000) fur the purchase 
of the American Union Company’s property; 
and $15,526,590 of shares to represent an al- 
leged increase in the value of its own prop- 
erty, which were distributed among the 
stockholders. The total increase of stock 
was about $39,000,000, and it swelled the cap- 
ital stock to just $80,000,000, or about double 
what it had been. A suit was brought in 
the name of William 8S. Williams in the Su- 
perior Court to have these transactions ad- 
judged unlawful and void. The trial Judge 
sustained the company. An appeal was 
taken to the General Term, where the 
decision of Judge Truax was reversed by 
Judges Freedman, Russell, and Arnoux, 
who held that the issue of the stock to 
the other companies was lawful, but that 
the Western Union had not the lawful 
power to increase its stock on account of its 
alleged earnings. The case was then car- 
ried to the Court of Appeals, which af- 
firmed the decision of the lower court 
(Judge Truax) and confirmed the legality of 
the whole issue. Two of the Judges of the 


Judge Danforth) did not join in the final 
decision, because they were interested as 
stockholders in the Western Union Com- 
pany. but they remained on the bench, 
heard the arguments, and are said to have 
evinced the liveliest interest in the progress 
of the proceedings. 

The decision is generally accepted as a 
notice to the men who control corporations 
that they may increase the capital thereof 
ad libitum upon the pretext of purchase ot 
rival companies or of any accumulation of 
assets. Those in control are apparently the 
sole judges of the value of such purchases 
and “earned ” property; in other words, the 
corporations are a law unto themselves, and 
may enlarge their capital stock at any time 
and to any extent the Directors may choose 
todoso. in the case of the Western Union, 
for instance, all the purchases of actaa! prop- 
erty, whether;needed or not: all the biack- 
mail assessed by the organization of rival 
companies and paid in order to avoid com- 
petition: the acqiurement of all leases, and 
every expenditure over and above actual 
operating expenses, are represented by an in- 
creased issue of stock ; and then, in addition 
to all that, over $15,000,000 of stock 
has been divided among the stockholders 
in token of this same Investment of 
earnings in new plant. By this means the 
public is required to pay a double interest two

ers of all corporation securities that the ‘at- 
ter are always subject to such variation in 
value as an impending waterjng of the stock 
may entail. Capital stock is increased in 
proportion to inereased earnings and the 
growth of monopoly, and high charges for 
service thus lead to higher charges all the 
time. A company which succeeds in extort- 
ing 4 surplus from Its patrons thus acquires 
the power to extort still more by an increase 
of its capital stock; and even When there is no 
such excuse, the bona-fide stockowners may 
be swindled by issue of new stock for pur- 
chases elther wholly fictitious or partly in 
excess of the actual value of the new prop- 
erty or privileges which are acquired. In 
brief, the decision is construed as a judicial 
indorsement of the practice of watering 
stock. 

The New York Times makes statements in 
regard to the various stages of the Western 
Union ease which create a suspicion that im- 
proper influences were used to obtain the 
outrageous decision which is so far-reaching 
and pernicious in its effect. It says that 
Judge Truax, who first decided in favor 
of the company, “ was elevated to the bench 
by the aid of corporate influence, and had 
previously no reputation for ability and 
character as a jurist”; also that the Court of 
Appeals, “ after it had once refused to take 
up the case out of its place on the calendar, 
suddenly changed its mind ana advanced it 
tor arg@ment”’ ; and, finally, that the conduct 
ot the interested Judges in sitting on the 
bench while the argument was made, and of 
the deciding Judges in holding themselves 
bound by the findings of Judge Truax as to 
the value of the property represented in the 
néw issue of stock, was in violation of weil- 
established rules of law. | 

There is a statute in New York which 
forbids any dividends in corporations except 
from the surplus profits arising from the 
business. But the court held that this law is 
designed to prevent any reduction of prop- 
erty by distribution among the stocknhold- 
ers, and not to forbid an increase of stock. 
On this point the decision says: 


tougly to the stockholders of a company, based 
upon no values—a mere inflation, or, to use a 
much in vorue, a “ watering” of stock— 
would be condemued by the law; but whep stock 
bas been lawfully created, and is held bya cor- 
poration, and which it basa right to issue for 
value, then a stock dividend may be made, pro- 
vided that the stock always represents property. 
it is conce ed that the Directors of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company could have issued 
thie stock for money to be paid into ite treasugy. 
It could bave issued it for property to be 
ceived by it for the purpose of its legitimate 
business. But here it is found that over and 
above its capital it ssed property actually 
worth upward of $15,000,000, and we know of no 
law that is Violated and no pubdlic policy that is 
invaded by issuing to the stockholders stock to 
represent that amount of property rather than 
in any mode to divide it up anda distribute it 


amoog them. 
The New York Judges do not even go 80 
far as to hold that a distribution of new 


demned, but contend that any pretense of 
consideratiog of value justifies an increase. 
If the apn of property from surplus 
earnings be conceded, it follows that the 
public has contributed the surplus in the 
shape of exorbitant charges, and, having 
done this, it must be made to pay still more 
exorbitant rates to maintain dividends on 
the increased stock which represents pre- 
vious extortion. If such a gonstruction of 
the law be correct, “that merely proves,”’ as 
the New York Times concludes, “ that the 
law is wholly inadequate to provide against 
the abuses of corporate power.”’ . 


THE MORMON MONOPOLY. 

Everything nowadays seems to run as if 
by a law of Nature into monopoly. None. 
of the various pools, corners, and combina- 
tions that have excited the ire of the anti- 
monopolist have more elements of the odious 
than that which the Mormon priesthood have 
attempted to establish. Their system as de- 
scribed in our correspondence from Salt 
Lake City this mornmg aims at the 
most complete and despotic “corner”’ 
ever instituted by any syndicate, priestly 
or other. In the first place, the priest- 
hvod insist that they have a monopoly 
of inspired revelations from on high, similar 
to those orice enjoyed by Moses and the 
| prophets. On this they build the further 
monopoly of being the only guides who can 
tell these people what to do, with whom 
to associate, with whom to trade. The 
temples of the Lord can be construct- 
ed properly only as they direct. If built 
otherwise the Lord would not meet Mis peo- 
ple in them, and would not give through 
them the revelations necessary for the safe 
conduct of their lives, not only in religious 
matters but in business as well. 

No religion has ever sought. to placea 
more perfect bridle and saddle on 
its votaries than this of the Mor- 
mons. If the priests sought merely 
’ to direct the religious opinions of their fol- 
lowers, they would be let alone by public 
opinion, no matter how eccentric their dog- 
mas might be. But it is at once evident upon 
a careful examination that this ecclesiastical 
polity is in fact a social, commercial, polit- 
ical, and industrial organization of the most 
exclusive sort that this country has yet seen. 
The world itself has not witnessed its paral- 
lel since the days of Judaism. 

Many people will be dispused at first, upon 
learning that the numberof the Mormonsis 
less than 200,000, to think that their vagaries 
are notof much consequenee to a Nation of 
55,000,000 of free peaple. Their hopes, freely 
avowed in the public addresses of their lead- 
ers, of converting the rest of the country may 
be laughed at. But their presence in the 
midst of the great mineral and agricultural 
treasures, which make precious what we once 
despised as the Great Atnerican Desert, is a 
practical affair of considerable moment to 
the rest of the country. Isolation, complete 
and Chinese-like, is their policy. It is only 
by keeping their deluded victims away from 
quickening contact with freer people that the 
Mormon priesthood can hold them in their 
power. [lence they have from the first done 
all they could to discourage nine to ob- 
struct the immigration of other people into 
the Territory, and to prevent their congrega- 
tion from buying of or selling to the Gentiles. 

All the offices arein their hands: their 
Zion’s Cobperative Mercantile Institution is 
an immense store, with branches in all the 
settiements, at which all the faithful must 
buy their groceries, dry goods, hardware, 
and what not. Buying of the Americans is 
not permitted. To these measures of separa- 
tion is added the complete alienation that ex- 
ists in religious opinion andin social inter- 
course. It will be easily perceived that 
the presence of the Mormons, though com- 
paratively small in numbers, is a serious af- 
fair in Utah. Tho in a minority in the 
whole country, they are in the majority in 
Utah, and control its polities and trade. They 
are rapidly spreading on all sides, and now 
hold the balance of power in Idaho and 
Wyoming, and will soon have the same ad- 
vantage in Arizona and New Mexico. ie 

Phe attitude which these people have taken 
with regard to the Edmunds law shows their 
intractable spirit. Their priests, as our cor- 
respondent convincingly shows by quotations, 
are still preaching that polygamy is com- 
manded by God and must be practiced asa 
sacred ordinance.

‘stitution, join hands again < North Da- 
kota, take Bismarck for the Ca » and re- 
sume the work of developing the resources 
of the Territory, which is now hindered by 
the politicians and speculators.

EASTERN MANNERS AND WESTERN 
CRITICISM. 

It is not usually considered polite for 
guests to annoy their host by talking in pub- 
lic about any of the rude or unpleasant 
things that may have been done under his 
roof by other recipients of his hospitality. 
But no rule is invariable, and there has been 
a very free and general comment by some of 
the newspaper-men who accompanied the 
Flatch party and the recent Viliard excur- 
sion to drive the last spike on the Northern 
Pacific upon some extraordinary manifesta- 
tions of bad breeding by certain other guests. 
One reason, no doubt, why it was, thought 
proper to make such an exception to the or- 
dinary observances of the duties of guests 
was, that these acts of ill-breeding had a kind 
of international character. When a well- 
bred Eugiish member of Parliament sits with 
his hat on at an American dinner-table the 
observer cannot repress the reeling that this 
lapse is due to the conviction, perhaps un- 
consciously held, that the persons whom the 
offender is thus affronting are not entitled to 
the same consideration he would give lis 
own countrymen. 

There was, we have the best means of 
knowing, no lack of such unfortunate exbi- 
vitions of a feeling on the part of some of 
the guests from abroad that they had reached 
a free and easy land, where the ordifary 
conventionalities of respect for the ladies 
and gentlemen with whom they are thrown 
need not be maintained. It was because 
these acts stowed that those who commit- 
ted thein believed that they had descended 
to a social plane where the nice rules that 
governed them at home were unknown that 


they were noticed and publicly conynented > 


upon. When a “gentleman” who would be 
the pink of respectful courtesy to fellow- 
guests at home sits in a parlor-car in the 
presence @f ladies in hig shirt-sleeves, as no 
English gentleman would do in England, 
and no American gentleman, we believe, 


» would do in America or England; when an- 


other goes to a hotel table where others are 
dining and walks off with all the sehr sare 
has been placed before them, earn their 


gratitude by not carrying off the dish and the |. 


table-cloth; when another, without a word 
of apology, walks deliberately between two 
fellow-guests. who are talking, although 
there was plenty of room to pass at one side; 
when another sits at the supper-table, and 
orders bottle after botile of expensive wine, 
only to taste it and call for another, with no 
other apparent object than to get to the bot- 
tom of the wine-cellar; when another strips 
to the buff to bathe in the passage through 
which ladies must pass to the dining-car; 
when another, without a word to his Ameri- 
can host, invites any friend he chooses 
to “come along”;. when another, self- 
invited, has to be ordered off to be 
got rid of—when such things hap- 
pen, not in one case, but in many, not 
once only, but often, it is impossible not 
to notice them. They are evidence of the 
national characteristics of a class, at least. 


They are evidence of the feeling in which 


that class regarded the people among whom 
they had come. It was in that view they 
were regarded by the newspaper-men who 
have spoken of them. The occasions were 
semi-public, and the comment was, so far as 
we have observed, entirely proper and fairly 
correct as to fact. 

But it is with considerable amusement that 
we read in the New York Evening Post that 
all there is of this is, that “the Western 
press ’’ has been “ heaping volumes of coarse 
abuse on the heads of strangers and guests 
without (aking the trouble to get at the 
facts.”” This remark about the “ West- 
ern press” is quite characteristic of 
the Evening Post. Iitinvolvesan untruth, 
for, as the Post shows, the Eastern press 
have spoken as freely and fully on this sub- 
ject as the Western press. The facts are 
substantially as have been stated. The 
Post’s denials of them are not correct. It is 
fully aware that the pentleman whose rude- 
ness had been most disagreeable to both the 
American and English guests “left the train 
at Portland,” as it says; he left because he 
was told to go, and not, as it attempts to in- 
timate, of his own motion. It is a great 
gratification to us that in all that has been 
said of these acts of indecorum po’ newspa- 

r-man has been the subject of criticism. 
There was but one journalistic slip of bad 
manners, and it was kindly suppressed by 
the newspaper section. It was not, we 
grieve for the sake of the Evening Post to 
have to say, the misstep of any member of 
the Western press.”” ‘Fhe only newspa- 
per person who allowed hunger, or a head- 
ache, or the ill-humor of the moment, or a 
churlish habit of mind to betray him into 
treating uncivilly those who were with him 
was the gentleman who presumably «rote 
the fling abovt the “ Western press” in the 
Evening Post ?

John Bright, who forcibly denounced his 
candidature. ‘he Pall-Mall Gazette, which 
is the recognized m@uthpiece of the party 
with which Dr. Pankhurst claimed affiliation, 
opposed him, not because of its Radicalism, 
it explains, but because of his individuallism 
and his opposition to all manner of temper- 
ance legislation. Of course the ciergymen of 
all denominations opposed him for his Brad- 
laughite notions. The Spectator said that 
his advocacy of “universal suffrage 
of both sexes alike” meant “the hand- 
ing over of the Government to women, who 
have a majority of more tlran half a million ” 
in Great Britain. Other portions of his pro- 
grain were equally distasteful to the mod- 
erate Liberals, who In Consequence remained 
sew aig the polls.

FRENCH TROUBLES. | 
CONTINUED FERMENT OVER THE TREAT- 
MENT OF THE SPANISH KING, 3 

Panis, Oct. 5.—The Figaro and Gaulois 
both report that the Duc de Fernan Nunez, 
the Spanish Embassador, yesterday handed 
to M. Ferry, Prime Minister, and Chaliemel- 
Lacour, Minister of Foreign Affairs, a note 
setting forth the grievances of Spain in con- 
nection with the arriyal of King Alfonso iu 
Paris, and demanding the punishment of the 
authors of the manifestation against his Maj- 
esty and satisfaction for Spain in proportion 
to the gravity of the outrage. The note, 
these papers say, was well teceived by M. 
Ferry and Chaliemel-Lacour. Ferry subse- 
quently held a conference with President 
Grévy. 

Later—Due de Fernan Nunez did not pre- 
sent a note to Ferry and Challemel-Lacour, 
as stated by Figaro and Gaulois, but simply 
made courteous oral representations to Ferry. 

Temps states that one of the points raised 
by Nunez referred to the absence of legal 

proceedings against the offenders. 

The reply of Frauce to all points raised 
renders an agreement easy, The fact that 
Nunez attended a performance at the Théatre 
Francaise and sat in Ferry’s box is regarded 
as a public affirmation of the cordiality ex- 
isting between the French and Spanish 
Cabi-nets. Gen. Thibaadin’s  resigna- 
tlopas Minjster of War has materially 
contributed=to the removal of differences 
between the two countries. Gen. Thibaudin 
has written President Grévy that, although 
the deliberate action of his enemies prevent- 
ed him defending himself before the Chau- 
bers, he tenders his resignation with the 
same devonion to President Grévy and the 
Republic as actuated his acceptance ot office. 
Gen. Lewai is mentioned as the successor of 
Gen. Thibaudin in the,War Office, | 

Challemel-Lacour, the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has advised that the full 
text of President Grévy’s apology to King 
Alfonso be officially published, and that the 
leaders of the demonstration in Paris against 
the King be punished.

A SEA TRAGEDY. 

MUTINY AND MURDER ON SHIPBOARD. 

Denkirk, Oct. 3.—Ten sailors have just 
been lodged in prison here, and the trial of 
some of them will fofm the closing actin one 
of the most startling tragedies of the sea that 
have been recorded fot some years. Though, 
in this case, without the wholesale bloodshed 
and brutality which rendered the mutinies 
on board the Lennie and Flowery Land 
memorable, the deliberation with which the 
criine was accomplished was, if possible, 
even greater. 

The French vessel, the Marie Gabrielle, 
was bound from Dunkirk on a long trading 
voyage. Her Captain, Charlies Louis Le 
Begue, was known asa severe, hard master 
towards his sailors, and had often been in- 
volved in disputes with his crews. He had 
been convicted at one time by the Maritime 
Tribunal of Dunkirk for abusing his author- 
ity, and badly treating a cabin-boy. 

Before he set out on what was to prove his 
last voyage, Le Begue seems to have been 
troubled with uncomfortable forebodings. 
lie had been the recipient of certain threats, 
and the police had moreover been obliged to 
intervene on board of the Marie Gabrielle ia 
consequence of disputes. Because of the 
misgivings thus aroused ‘Le Begue provided 
himself with a revolvers. 

But his precautions were fruitless, and re- 
newed troubles arose after the ship put to 
sea, and the death of the Captain was decided 
upon between several of the crew. To ac- 
complish their design with satety to them- 
selves, they prevailed upon the cabin-boy to 
abstract the Captain’s revolver. Tie boy 
succeeded in this, and handed the revolver 
to a sailor named Mendal: ‘The next morn- 
ing, at about 10 o’clock, the Captain was on 
deck, and just about to take an observation, 
when Mendal approached him from behind, 
and fired two shots at him, point blank. 

Le Begue fell, and was at once dispatched 
by three other shots, 

Mendal, aided by one of his accomplices, 
earried the murdered man into his cabin, 
and informed the crew, who had been below 
atthe time of the t agedy, and had heard 
nothing, that Le Begue had committed suicide 
in his cabin. The accomplices immediately 
set to work to makeit appear that the Cap- 
tain had done as they stated, and to further 
this purpose his papers were burned and his 
log talsitied. 

Vhen the Marie Gabrielle arrived at Saint 
Vincent, Cape de Verde Islands, the muti- 
neers nade a preconcerted declaration to the 
French ConsularAgent concerning the Cap- 
tain’s death, but the real facts were revealed 
by four of the crew, who had not been duped 
by the pretended suicide. A medical exaim- 
ination corroborated their statements, and 
the French Consular Agent consequently 
arrested the whole crew, numbering ten, 
sent them on board the steamer Ville de Saint 
Nicholas, which has brought them to Dun- 


kirk. 
| CROATIA. 
KILLING OF TEN PEASANTS—CAUSES OF 
THE RIOTS. 


VIENNA, Sept. 21.—The most sanguinary 
encounter which has yet taken place in 
Croatia is reported from Farkasevee last 
night. About 600 peasants assembled with 
the intention of making a disturbance. Mili- 
tary aid was summoned from Kreuth, and 
seventeen nen with one officer canre. They 
were received by a storm of stones, and two 
men were dangerously wounded. After 
two summonses to disperse, which were not 
regarded, the officer in charge gave the order 
to fire, when ten peasants were killed and 
many wounded.

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


The Hahnemann Hospital Visited Last 
Night by a Fire of Threaten- 
ing Proportions. 


Exciting Scenes Witnessed at the Re- 
moval of the Patients—Ne 
| Lives Lost. 


The Total Damage in the Neighborhood 
of $10,000—History of the 
Institution. 


A Mestrnetive Biaze at Hahnemann 
Hosplital—Narrow Escape of the Pa- 
tion ta, | 
The Hahnemann Hospital, situated direct- 

ly in the rear of the Hahnemann Medical 
Collewe, Nos. 2811 and 2813 Cottage Grove 
avenue, was visited last night by a very de- 
structive fire, which originated, it is thought, 
in an overheated furnace, and which created 
& panic among the patients, about sixty in 
number, All escaped injury from the flames, 
but itis probable that afew of the patients 
had their chances for recovery materially 
impaired by the trying experience which 
they were forced to undergo. 

The fire was first discovered a few minutes 
before 8 o’clock by Dr. F. S. Wade, one of 
the resident physicians, whose office is on 
the second floor. He found a dense smoke 
in the hallway, and, running to the amphi- 
theatre, extending from the second floor 
to the roof, was met by a burst of 
flames. Hurrying,. through the ospi- 
tal to give the alarm, the Doctor 
again encountered a blaze coming from the 
dispensary on the ground floor and just 
above the basement furnaces. An alarm 
was turned in from Box 147, and quickly 
answered by the Fire Department. Im the 
meanwhile the physicians, nurses, and other 
help had turned their attention wholiy to 
the patients, who had become thoroughly 
alarmed, if not panic-stricken, over the situ- 
ation. kverv room in the front portion 
of the bospital was rapidly filling with 
smoke, the crackling of the flames was grow- 
ing more audible, and the tients did not 
know which way toturn. Fortunately most 
of them in the front wards and private rooms 
were sufficiently convalescent to help them- 
selves, they were all directed to the 
wards in the extreme rear portion of the 
building. Only six patients bad to be 
carried from their beds, the others) who 
were forced to change their quatters 
requiring no assistance. One female patient 
was completely prostrated by the fatigue 
and excitement, and one male patieat who 
had undergone a surgical operation only a 
few hours previous for epilepsy, a portion 
of the skull having been removed, a suf- 
fered greatly from the try ordeal. How- 
ever, they were all comfortably established 
in the new wards before they saw any of the 
fire, and the flames did not reach their new 
quarters at ail. 7 | 

There being a fair prospect of the total de- 
struction of the entire building, a dispatch 
for three additional engines was sent a few 
minutes after the alarm was turned in, This 
force proved adequate to check the fire be- 
foreeveu the front part of the building was 
destroyed. The amphitheatre and upper 
rooms were completely gutted and the lower 
rooms were deluged with water, while the 
dispensary was also burned ont. | 
_The building fronts on Groveland Park 
avenue, a street recently opened, and is as 

et almost impassable. The hospital orig- 
nally consisted of a two-story brick struct- 


ure 125 by 40 feet,which comprises six wards, “ 


and at the eastern extremity are rooms de- 
voted to the use of private patients. One 
year ago an extension was constructed, the 
addition forming the present frontage of the 
institution, a three-story brick, 65 by 40 feet. 
This contains, on the first floor, the offi 
which occupied the centre of the floor, pri- 
vate rooms for patients extending to the 
south, and the northern portion of 
story. was devoted to the  dispen- 
sary.

THE METHODISTS. 
THIRD DAY’S SESSION OF THE ROCK RIVER 
CONFERENCE. 

At the third session of the Rock River 
Methodist Conference yesterday the morning 
was mainly devoted to the election of the 
delegates to the National General Confer- 
ence which meetsat Philadelphia next May. 
lt was decided to elect by ballot, and thata 
majority elect. There was a great deal of 
misunderstanding as to the manner of voting. 
Finally Bishop Foss explained that each 
ballot was to contain five names, no more, 
no less, otherwise it would be cast out as an 
evilspirit.

_bals, G. K. Hoover, J. 8. Norris, J. R. Van 
Horne, and J. A. Hardin were appointed 


tellers. 

The tellers reported the result of the bal- 
lots. There were cast 168 votes; necessary 
to achoice, 8. Following is the vote: J. H. 
Vincent, of New York, 116; C. H. Fowler, 
General Secretary of the Methodist Confer- 
ence at New York, 104; and W. A. Spencer, 

‘ Presiding Elder of the Dixon District, 102. 

The Rev. Mr. Cleveland received 72, Dr. 
Hatfield 69, Dr. Parkhurst @, Dr. Mande- 
ville 59, Dr. Gurney 59, and Dr. William- 
eon 33, and about twenty others received 
scattering votes. 
' A motion was made to take another ballot 
for the other two delegates and that the tell- 
ers reportthe resuitthis morning. Objection 
Was made that there might be suspicion of 
*“ballot-box stuffing.” 

A subsequent motion to adjourn was voted 
down and a ballot ordered, with the follow- 
ing result: Ballots cast, 156; necessary toa 
choice, 78.

THE DEADLY REVOLVER. 


A Little Girl Accidentally Killed. 
Last evening at 7:30 o’clock Paulina Gliss- 
man, a little girl 10 years of age, living at 
No. 245 North Morgan street, was instantly

The ball first passed thro 
Mukrasiki’s left knee, and then entered we 
head of the child above the right eye, pass- 
ing almost through her head. Sne dropped 
in the doorway dead. In falling her head 
struck against the tin-pail she was carryimg 
and a deep gash two inches in length was 
eut on the ieft side, laying the skuil bare. 
She never moved or spoke, and death seems 
to have been almost instantaneous. Mukras- 
iki was soon afterward arrested 
by Lieut, Steele and taken to 
the West Chicago Avenue Station. 
He was bieeaine profusely from the wound 
in his knee, and was apparently suffering so 
severely that the surgeon who was in attend- 
anee advised that he be taken to the County 
Hospital, as his injury might develop into 
dangerous symptoms. 

His story of the occurrence is to the effect 
that he was sitting on a chair with his 
crossed and holding the revolver low. He 
tried to lower the hammer, and in so doing 
it was discharged, wiih the sad result out- 
lined. He was greatly affected by the occur- 
renee, and expressed the wisn that his own 
wound might prove fatal, as he could not 
bear to think of livme knowing that the 
child’s blood was upon his_ hands, even if 
there by accident. isa young man 
years old, of Polish descent, and a machinist 
by trade. His reputation bas hitherto beea 
fair, and he has been Known as a hard-work- 
ing nan.

GERMAN IMMIGRANTS. 


PLANS FOK THE PROPOSED BUILDING OF 
THE GERMAN SOCIETY. 

The Board of Management of the German So- 
ciety of Chicago was in session yesterday in the 
ottice of Mr. Conrad Niehoff, the banker. The 
monthly report of the agent was received. He 
gives the number of immigrants passing 
through Chicago during September as 5,300, or 
800 less than in August. Of this number 520 
were Mormons coming from lussia and Scandi- 
navia, and nearly all were destined for pew set- 
tlements in tne Northwest, and provided with 
suflicient means. The employment bureau OF the 
society found work for 296 people, and bas still 
on band a number of applications for farm 
laborers at good wages. For the relief of poor 
tamilies and sick people and other matters $421 
was expended during the month, whiie only $183 
was coliected from membership dues. A spe- 
cial committee reported througb Architect Hill 
a pian for a permanent home for the society. 
The committee pro to erect in a location 
convenient to one of the depots on an inside lot 
7 by WO feet a building which shail be four 
stories high and be intended for an emigrant 
hotel; reserving for 
the business of The 
cost of the ouilding, which, besides the rooms 
pecessary for general hotel purposes, will con- 
tain eighteen well-lighted and ventilated dormi- 
tories, affording room for 248 beds, and fifteen 
largwe-si bedrooms, is estimated at $41,000, 
outside of the ground, which is estimated at not 
leas than $10,000. 

The pian was approved in its general outlines, 
and the committee iustructed to report a de- 
tailed plan at the next monthly meeting. At the 


same time a especial committee was ap- 
pointed to look up a_ desirable loca- 
ton, and the Finance Committee was 


justructed to devise some way by which 
the necessary funds can be raised. It was be- 
lieved by the members that the building could 
be rented and be made to pay more than com- 
mon interest on the investment, the lessee be- 
ing as the same time under the complete con- 
trol of the society .as the accommodations to be 
furnished and the prices to be charged for them 
to emigrants. 

A debate was aiso had about five acres of land 
which belongs to the society, representing a 
donation of $5,000 originally made to the 
German-American Dispensary by Re- 
iief and Aid Society. The iand. which 
le held in trust by Mr. Christopno 
Hotz, is reported to be vaiued row at $3,000 per 
acre, and itis proposed to sell itatonce. As 
the consent of the donors is necessary for the 
saie it was decided to invite Mr. Julius Rosen- 
thal asa representative of the donors to the 
next meeting. It was stated that Mr. Rosen- 
thal favored the sale, provided one-half of the 
proceeds were given the German Ladies’ So- 
ciety for their proposed Old Peopie’s Home, 
but managers of the German Societ 
think that their proposed emigrant build- 
ing, anda in their entire work, 
deserve far more consideration, as the work 
proposed by the ladies’ society is covered al- 
ready by the county authorities, while the Ger- 
man Society ,assists principaliy those who have

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

HOW THE NEW BUILDING IS PROGRESSING. 
* The work on the new Board of Trade Build- 
ing,” said Mr. W. W. Boytngton, the architect, 
yesterday, “is about three weeks behind my 
caiculadons. The agent of the granit company in 
Chicago telegraphed to the company some time 
ago to stop sending granit, as he had nowhere to 
put any more at that time. He was then taken 
sick, and when there was room for more he for- 
got to telegraph for it. In this way, though the 
stone has been cut fast enough it has not ar- 
rived fast enough, and the work bas been im- 
peded. I expect the company, however, to catch 
artialiy, so that the delay will only be about

“ It will be carried on all through the winter. 
Iexpect the whole builditug, front and rear, to 
be ready for the roof Dec. 1.” 

“ How large a spece wili the roof of the main 
building cover?”’ 

Tne main ball will be 147 by 163 feet in size, 
witb a notch W by 20 feet ia size cut out of each 
corner, and about eighty feet high trom floor to 
ceilug. The old Board of Trade hail is 80 by 90 
feet in size and about fifty ieet high. So, you 
see, the old one could be put down in the new 
one andateam driven all around it. The roof 
wiil be com posed of regular raiiroad suspeusion- 
bridge trusses of the combined Fink and Howe 
pattern. The ball will be the largest room 
without pillars to support the roof that I know 
of in the world, but I am not losing any sleep 
about the roof that I shail put over it.” 

“How are you pleased with the way the 
foundaaon is behaving itself?’ 

**Remarkably well. Having erected the Grand 
Pacitic Hotel on one side and the Michigan

But I also made a very care- 
ful investigation of the soil before [ began, to 
look for sand-pockets.

THE WIFE GETS HER DIVORCE AT LAST. 
Judge Jameson yesterday conciuded the hear- 

ing of the divorce case of Mary E. Brigham 
agaiost Daniel 8. Brigham, the charge being 
cruelty of a particularily aggravated kind. The 
parties were married in 1880 at Boston, she be- 
ing a widow and worth about $100,000 in her own 
right. They went to New York on a wedding 
tuur and put up at a hotel, and the wife alleges 
that she was compelled to pay all the bilis, be- 
sides advancing about $7,000 to her busband to 
pay his oid debts. In addition to this be at once 
began a course of treatment which she com- 
plained of as cruel and inhuman, and which a 
pbysician said would have to be stopped or her 
beaith would be ruined. In consequence she 
left him seven weeks after marriage and has 
been trying to avoid him ever since. After the 
separation she and some of ber friends received 
anonymous tai cards which attacked ber rep- 
utation. An expert swore that these were 
in Brighbam’s handwriting. 

The case was tried before Judge Moran last 
spring, but be held the cruelty was not such un- 
der the law as to justify a divorce, and allowed 
the complainant to dismias her bill. She did so 
and immediately filed one in the Superior 
Court. Judge Jameson yesterday said the evi- 
dence was amply sufficient to justify a decree, 
This makes a direct conflict of authority be- 
twon the two courts a6 to whether the kind of 
crueity alleged is sufficient causé for divorce.

is the stockman who has a never-failing sup- 
But in many 
localities, and generally in those subjected 
periodically to severe drouths, springs and 
brooks do not abound:. hence artificial 


means must be employed to provide for the 


stock which would otherwise suffer. There 
are farmers and stock-raisers today who live 
in those sections where drouths are fre- 
quent, who in dry timesarecoinpelled to 
drive their cattle trom one to three miles to 
obtain water. This is generally done but 
once a day, and not always that often. This 
is certainly bad manageinent, when a better 
Way can with less trouble be 
adopted. There is scarcely any place 
in the Middle States where wind power 
may not be used in pumping water enough, 
if the wells neld out, to keep the stock in 
good, healthy condition. Wells for this or 
any other purpose should be sunk to a depth 
which will strike a vein from which a per- 
manent supply of water can be expected. 
“Wet weather” wells are of little value. 
They alinvust invafiably fail at a time when 
water is most needed. Asarule a vein less 
than twenty feet below the surface cannot be 
depended upon to furnish water through a 
season of protracted drouth: below this 
depth it can be more confidently depended 
upon. Water from a twenty-foot vein is 
purer aid better than that from shallow 
wells. For this reason ponds and what are 


known as “‘open wells” are not desirable. 


Judging Dairy Cattle at shows.

HUSBANDRY. 


How Butter May Compete with Oleo- 
margarine. 

The question of supplying the demand of 
the country tor good, pure butter is certainly 
one worth the attention of every farmer and 
buttermaker in the land. Dairymen and 
all classes of butter-producers may continue 
to railagainst butterine, oleomargarine, or 
any of thecompounds which are manufact- 
ured and sold in lieu of genuine butter, but 
with no avail until they come squarely into 
competition with the manufacturers of these 
compounds by making and putting into the 
markets a superior article, Oleomargarine 
finds a ready sale, more because it is real- 
ly better as an article of food—and 
Heaven knows it is bad enough—than 
three-fourths of the so-called country 
butter. The amount of- butter of this latter 
class, and which is made by farmers, outside 
of regular dairy-farms, is enormous. The 
final market for the greater part 
of this is the large cities, An examination 
into the treatment itas subjected to, through 
its various stages of produetion, and until it 
reaches the table of the city consumer, often 
hundreds of miles away from the point of 
manufacture, may throw some light on the 
quesnion why it pavs to manufacture oleo- 
wargarine. First, from . the farm it goes to 
the country stores, where, as a rule, good 
bad, and tndiliferent qualities are dum 
promiscuously into, sometimes tubs, but 
often old shoe-boxes; and at any rate, what- 
ever may be the receptacle, it is too frequent- 
ly stinking and rancid to that degree 
good butter put therein Is no longer 
Herein lies a great evil. The country dealer 
seldom thinks of grading his butter. He 
generally pays the same price for whatever 
comes in on the same day, regardless of 
whether it is goodor bad, hen bought it, 


as stated, all goes towether to assist the ac- 


cumulation of a sufficient quantity for ship- 
ment. During this time itis not infrequent- 
ly keptina cellar, poorly ventilated, and 
reeking with poisonous gases escaping froin 
decaying vegetables, which are seldyum ab- 
sentin the average country storekeeper’s 
cellar. Is it any wonder that. city people, as 
a rule, have not a very good opinion of what 
is Py soid as “tresh country butter’’? 

It is doubtless true that not.more than. one- 
half the farmers know how({te make good 
butter. It is also true that it ls just as easy 
for one to make good butter as for another. 
Indifference and indolence have as much to 
do with it in many instances as have any 
other causes. 

if the country dealers would strictly de 

every pound of butter handled, and adopt a 
scale of prices according; if they would not 
hesitate to tell Mrs. A that her butter, be- 
cause of its inferior quality, was worth only 
halt as much as Mrs. B’s, who makes a first- 
class article, the chauceésare Mrs. A would 
go home and begin in earnest to learn how to 
make butter equal to the best. 
._ A general adoption of this system of grad- 
ing by the dealers all over the country would 
doubtless do more to raise the standard of 
exceilence of “country” butter than any 
other one thing. But until something is 
done in this direction looking to the 
accomplishment of so desirable a result, it is 
idle to raise a tirade of abuse against butter- 
ine and vleomargarine. It may not be a 
palatable truth, but it may as well be stated 
that the farmers and but roducers are at 
the present time greathY’ assisting these 
manufacturers to get rich by simply 
giving them a field practically clear 
from opposition. This is not a question 
of legisiation, but one of supply and demand : 
and one in which the amount of the latter 
depends upon the quality of the former. If 
the producers of butter can make a good 
artiele, one in every way superior to any of 
the comvounds now on the market, butter 
will win the day and oleomargarine be re- 
tired from the position of an important fac- 
tor in the problem. In a nutshell the ques- 
tion fairly stated is this: Between good but- 
ter and good oleomargarine the consumer 
will take the former every time; but as be- 
tween a good article of the latter and a vil- 
lainous article of the former, it can easily be 
seen where the preference would fall.

In selecting seetl-corn sound, solid, well- 
matured ears are to be chosen ratber than those 
selected merely for size and beauty. 

In the dry season roaddust should be 
gathered to replenish the dust-boxes in the 
poultry-bouse durmg the winter months, 

One cause of blightin fruit orchards is a 
lack of thorough underdraining. It is seldom 
that an orchard which is well cultivated and 
underdrained suffers from blight. — 

Farmers in the Eastern States. are cutting 
their corn, which was more or jess injured ina 
the recent frosts, and are putting it into silos, 
with hopes of in this way utilizing it for feed. 


The silo seéms especially adapted for 
needs of milk-producers occupying light, sandy 
soil, which is easily plowed, hut which wili not 
bear grass for more than one or two years with- 
out reseeding. 


The wheat farm of Dr. Glen, the largest 
oultivated farm-in the United States, is to be 
broken up and sold, 15,000 acres having already 
been advertised, while the remaining 25,000 acres 
will be shortly placed on the market. 

ln sowing clover pains should be taken to 
get the seed evenly distributed over the surtace 
of the ground. Pinces ieft vacant will surely 
grow a crop of which, besides being 
valueless, are unsigatly objects in the lield, 

The practice of hauling out manure to the 
fields in the fall is doubtiess a good one, pro- 
Vided the scattermg be not done until in the 
spring. However, many praccical farmers ad- 
vocate that littie or no waste oecurs even whe 
scattered trom the cart as bauled. 

It scarcely pays to whitewash fruit-trees: 
a better method isto every other year at least 
scrape the trees aga then wash with soft soap 
and water. This will dislodge insects, open the 
pores of the trees, and give them a natural, 
healthy appearance. 

In burying vegetables for winter keeping 
a liberal amount of straw covered with very 
little earth is the best until cold weather sets 
in. Cabbages, beets, and potatoes should be 
covered at least a foot deep with straw, and two 
feet of straw is better than six inches. 

Pears are bette#when harvested before be- 
coming fully ripened, but not until they nave 
attained their fullsize. They should be picked 
and allowed tocolor and ripen ina moderately 
warm, but perfectiy dry, chamber. Cure should 
aiso be observed in picking that the stems be 
not severed from the fruit; if the “pears are 
bent slightly upwards the stems will separate at 

juncture of the fruit spar. 

Potatoes dug and exposed for a time to the 
sunlight before being put away in the bins will 
not be as ood as if put away as quiekly as pos- 
sibie after taking from the grouad. The effect 
of the sunifght is to tura 8 
ness, and when cooked wili not have that meali- 
agreeabie flavor so pleasant to the 

An excellent way to raise beans is to piant 
them in furrows instead of in hills. In prepar- 
ing the ground, first run a deep furrow with the 


‘ plow, then put in a liberal supply of manure, 


and work the soil back into the furrow, mixing 

as thoroughly as possible. Then pliant che beans 

about four inches apart in the row, and the 

rows not less than three and a half feet apart.

Canada thistles'may be easily got rid of by 
the following simple treatment: First tramp 
the plant to the ground, bruising it as much as 
possible, then put immediately over the roots a 
bendfulof common salt. At the end of ten days 
repeat the dose to kili the young sprouts. This 
ponereliy kilis, Of course, this method may not 
effective as any other. par 

The total losses by floods in the State of 
Ohio the present year, according to the report 
just issued by the State Board of Agriculture, 
are; Live stock, $55,216; grain, $323.276; houses. 
etc., $08,786; fences, $254,180. These estimates 
of the loss of property by floods are reported 
this year for the tirsttime. But it is claimed 
that, excepting perhaps the floods of 1832, no 
such losses ever occurred before in the history 
of the State. . 

Mr, Tibbals, a farmer of Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Obio, bas a Bartlett pear tree which three 
years 420 was to ail appearances dead. He had 
heard that salt was good for pear trees, so he 
spaced baif a peck of common barel salt into the 
ground close to the tree. The next year, to his 
astonishment, it leaved out and bore a few 
pears. The tree improved steadily the second 
and third years, and was iateiy ina heaithy and 
flourishing condition, fairly weighted with deli- 
cious fruit. 

The experience of ali fruit-growers is that 
it pays to cultivate young orchards. The trees 
become thriftier, bear sooner, and of course 
better fruit. The philosophy of this is simple:

SUGAR-MAKING. 


at 


Some Account of the Works 
Champaign, in This 
State. | 


The Machinery Used and the Man- 
ner in Which It Is Op- 
erated. 


Figures Showing the Cost of Produc- 


tion—A Handsome Margin 
of Profit. 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill., Oct. 4.—[Special Corte- 
spondence. }—Four years ago ina communt- 
cation to Tue TutBuNE upon the organiza- 
tion and work of the Mississippi Valley Cane- 
Growers’ Association at St. Louis, 1 ven- 
tured the prediction that within ten years 
the obstacles in the way of producing crys- 
tallized sugar from the juices of the sorghum 
canes, together with the means of overcom- 
ing them, would be so well understood that 
the produetion of sugar from. this source 
would be as certain and reliable as the pro- 
duction of starch or whisky from corn then 
was. I did not then anticipate that this con- 
dition of things would be brought about so 
quickly as it has been, and that sugar pro- 
duction from sorghum weuld so soon take 
rank among the reliable and profitable in- 
dustries of the country, offering profitable 
employment for capital ana furnishing re- 
munerative employment for labor. Theste- 


cess which attended last year the work of, 


the Kio Grande Sugar Company in New Jer- 
sey and the Champaign Companyin this 
State, the only two companies yes with 
a regular sugar manufacturing outfit of ma- 
chinery and working directly for sugar, at- 
trac a general and widespread interest 
throughout the country, demonstrating as it 
seemingly did that sugar produetion from 
sorghum was acertain and profitable busi- 


ness. 
Great interest bas been felt in the result of 
this season’s work, In which at least three 


more large works will be engaged in the 


business—one at Hoopesston, IIL, and two at 
Sterling and Hutchinson, Kas., each with a 
crop of about 1,000 acres of eane to wark, 
with perhaps sume smaller concerns in other 
localities which will work directly for sugar. 
A visit to the Champaign Company’s works, 
at this time in active operation, enables me 
to lay before the readers of THe TRIBUNE a 
statementof what is being accoinplished. 
THE MACHINERY USED. 
There have been no very material changes 
made in the buildings of the company since 
my visitduring the working season of last 
The main building is of wood, 40x60 


ear, 

eet, three stories in hight, with a fourth 
story of small dimensions ris +3 the 
centre. On the north is a lean-to 50x45 feet, 


two stories, the first occupied by the engine 
and cane mills and the second as the erystal- 
lizing room. Outside and detached from the 
main eg ry | is one containing the boilers 
and kilns for heating the animal charcoal for 
the filters. 1 found a great impravewent, 
however, in the machinery, which last year 
was not well balanced, While the mills and 
vacuum pan had a capacity for running 150 
tons per day there was a defidiency in 
boiler capacity in filters and centrifugals, so 
that the aetuai werk done did not much ex- 
ceed fifty tons per day. All this has been 
remedied, and eachis now equal to any other 
and about 150 tons of cane is being worke 
evefy twenty-four hours, and without adding 
more than 25 per cent to the labor expense 
over that of last year. One great improye- 
ment and economy iutroduced is the burning 
of the entire bagasse as fuel in the furnaces 
under the boilers. By an ingenious arrange- 
ment it is fed directly from the bagasse-car- 
rier to the furnaces without being handled. 
[t takes the place of fifteen tons of coal, 
worth $3 r ton, every twenty-four 
‘hours, while the in labor 
over the wmwethod pursued last year of 
earting it away to get rid of it 
will bring the saving per day well up to $60, 
‘The company has this year 615 acres of aqnes 
divided about equally between early ain 
and early orange, Which averages about nine 
tons per acre. About 100 acres were planted 
and grown by the company. The balance 
was grown on contract by farmers. Where 
the company furnish theland the grower 
receives $2 per ton fer the ¢ane delivered at 
the factory, tapped but not siripped, Where 
the grower furnishes the land he gets $2.50 
per ton.. If the cane is stripped an addi- 
tional 50 cents per ton is paid. ‘The cane is 
all grown within a radias of two miles of 
the works. The average distance it is hauled 
is about one and a half miles, . 

If the reader will now take his stand with 
me by the cane-carrier outside the building, 
amd seventy-five feet away from the mill, we 
will follow the cane through all the processes 
and manipulation to which it is subjected 
til! it finds itself barreled sugar and sirup 
ready for the market. The cane during the 
day is unloaded directly from the wagons 
upon the carrier, which is about three and a 
haif feet wide and travels twenty-two feet 
per minute. It is evenly spread upon the 
carrier to the depth of three to four inches. 
Entering the building st meets and passes 
through the first mill, a Cuba No, 1, three 
rolls, each forty-eight inches in length by 
thirty in diameter. Passing the first 
mill, which erushes it and extracts 
a part of the juice, a carrier takes it toa 
second set of roils ten feet rurther on, it be- 
ing moistened in its sage by jets of hot 
water froma pipe. ‘The second mfll gives it 
a still closer pressure, for which its already 
erushed condition and being moistened by 
the hot water has prepared it. It is elaimed 
that this second mill saves 15 per cent of the 
juice, which would have been lost but for it. 
The juice from the two mills runs intoa 
tank underneath, from which it is pum 
to the juice-tank in the fourth story po ea 
tion already spoken of, while the bagasse 
passes from the second mill on-a_ carrier to 
the bouer-rvom to be used as fuel. The 
— in the tank at the extremé top of the 

uilding is then treated with lime in suf- 
ficient quantity to neutralize the acid con- 
tained in it, is thence drawn to 
the defacators, five in number, made of 
galvanized iron Inclosed In a wooden frame- 
work. Here it is treated toa boil by steam- 
pipes which causes the albuminous matter 
it contains to mainly rise in a thick senm, 
which is swept off and flows tea tank out- 
side the building, from whichit is taxen for 
iiog feed, possessing excellent fattening qual- 


ties. 

The defacated juice is next drawn to the 
evaporator, circular in form, of copper, and 
supplied with two-inch copper coils over the 
bottom. Steam is let on until itis reduced 
to a marking twehty degrees, 
Baume, when it is drawn off into settling 
tanks. From these it passes to the charcoal 
filters, upright cylinders of boiler-iron eight- 
een feet in depth and reaching to the first 
floor. From the filters the Low nearly pure 
semi-sirup; flows inte tanks from which 
it is pumped to other tanks on the third 
tloor, which supply the vacuum-pan ‘as 
needed, This is a huge iron boiler, shaped 
like an egg standing on end, in which such 
a degree of vacuum is maintained that the 
contents will boil at a temperature of about 
120 degrees, though in boiling a temperature 
of about 170 degrees is maintained. A smal! 


amount of the filtered semi-sirup is first let 


in and boiled till the crystals begin to form 
freely, when more is let in from time to time, 
about five hours being required to make a 
strike, or fill the vacuum-pan to its fuil ca- 
pacity with sugar in which the crystals have 
freely farmed. If the cane was of good 
quality Me melado, or mush sugar, as it is 
discharged from the vacuum-pan can go di- 
rect to the centrifugals and be converted at 
once into dry sugar by having the molasses 
swing out, ut it usually is discharged into 
the sugar wagons—tanks of boiler-iron five 
feet long, three wide, and two deep, set on 
true and wheeled into the crystallizing 
room, which is®kept at a temperature of vw 
degrees, where the crystallizing process, if 
not complete, goes on rapidly. When wanted 

wagons are run out, their contents dis- 
charged into the mixer, a horizontal trough 
directly over the centritugals, where by a 
revolving horizontal shaft with wooden 
arms, it is we mixed up, and from 
which jt. is drawn into the centrifugals 
directly below for purifying. These are 
pertorated brass cylinders suspended on a 
perpendicular shatt and inside a station- 


ary iron cylinder. They make 1,300 
revolutions per minute. If laid down 
on their side revolving 


at this rate they would travel two and a half 
miles inaminute. The centrifugal force is 
80 great that it at once throws the metado or 
mush sugar against the sides of this re 
volving perforated brass cylinder. ‘I'ne mo- 
lasses 18 forced through the perforaters, is 
caught by the outside iron tylinder, and 
runs off through a pipe in the bottom, while 
the crystals remain inside, Water is sup- 
plied to the inside of the cylinder during 
the operation to wash the crystais and en-

over there will still remain a tew weeks 
work for the sugar-making machinery in re- 
boiling the molasses for seconds re- 
fining the molasses for table sirups, 
after which the works must lie idle till an- 
other crop of cane is grown, if no provision 
is made for supply it with other work to 
do than working the crop grown within 
hauling distance. To prevent this loss ot 
the use of custly machinery the company in- 
tends next year to establish at various points 
works to convert cane grown in their yicini- 
ty into semi-sirup, in which state {t can be 
shippedto the Champaign works, and thus 
furnish employment for the costly sugar- 
making machinery through most if not the 
entire r. The works at Champaign so 
handled would probably convert the product 
of 10,00@ aeres into sugar, while it could not 
at the outside handle and crush more than 
1,000 acres of cane during the working season. 
The question will arise in the minds of 
many readers, Why cannot the small grower 
and manufacturer sell his sirups to such 
sugar-making works as at Champaign, to- be 
bv tnem converted into sugar? Because, in 
nine cases out of ten he spoils his sirups for 
sugar-making, though he may produce, as 
many now do, a first-class articie of sirup 
for table use or cooking purposes, In the 
ocess of manufacture it is the easiest thing 
n the World to change a large part of the 
cane sugar into invert sugar, but it never 
ean be changed back. Ten minutes at the 
critical time may spoil a batch of the finest 
quality of juice for sugar-making, shough 
without in the least § impairing ts 
value for sirup. Hence such outlying 
factories for supplying central works 
must be under just as careful scientific 
management as the central works. But, 
with te marked improvement that has been 
made in the quality of scrghum sirups In 
the last two or three years, a demand has 
zrown tp for them in excess of the supply, 
and the market is each year bare before the 
pie have tired of 
glucose sirups, and, haying once learned the 
strperiority of the pure sorghum sirups, will 
use no other if it is tobe had. The smal! 
manufaeturer, with his comparatively moor 
outfit of machinery, who makes a good art 
ele of syrup, ean confidently rely ig

Charles Reed and George . Bradley, two 

young men belonging to respectable fami- 

lies in the Town of Guilford, were brought 
to the city tonight and put in jail to await 
trial on a grievous charge.

The Johnson Aids a Vessel in Distress. 

The United States steamer Andy Johnson, 
baving compieted the repairs to her foiler, left 
port early yesterday morning bound for Mil- 
waukee.

COMET. 


The accompanying diagram represents, by a broken line, the path of the Brooks comet 
among the stars during the last three months of the present year. Passing close to Eta Dra- 
conis at the close of September, it will curve around Beta of the same constellation a 
month hence, be some 8 degrees north from Vega at the close of November, and skirt the - 
arms of the well-known Cross in Cygnus during the latter part of December. i 

The diagram showsthe relative positions of several constellations, by noting which the 
track of the comet among the stars may be watched with interest. Being citeumpolar, it is 
impossible to represent them all upon one map which shall accord with the general plan of | 
up for north and down for south. The pole star being taken as an axial point, the paper may 
beturned around till the relative positions of the stars correspond with those of their origin- 
alsin thesky. Thus, for8o’clock tonight the upper right-hand corner of the diagranrshould be 
held nearest to the observer, who, facing to the northwest, wishes to find the coimet. By the 
aid of a good opera-giass he may pick it up (the comet) by mentally running a line from the 
pole star through the smallest star in the little dipper, and about as mu¢h further to the 
bright star, Eta, in Draco, the constellation known as the Dragon. The comet will be found 
a little beyond the last-named star, but only as a faint film of light, even in the gias® It re- 
quires a good telescope to make of the comet anything mure than a small pateh of dight at 
present. But the object is nearing us rapidly, and along in December will probably be an 
interesting object, though not so bright as some that Lave visited usin this decade. It will 
be brightest towards the middle of January,when no one will need a map to aid in finding it, 
In a prévious article we have stated that this comet is prebably the sa 
1512, and was named after Pons, its discoverer.

Become a Great City. 

Minna., Oct. 1.+[Editor of The Trib» 
une.|—Much bas been suid anc written about 
this picturesque hiliside city and its claims tq 
preéininence as'one of the termini ot the North. 
ern Pacific Railroad. The primitive or igneous 
rock formauon of this most western of the three 
great troughs which congtitute Lake Superior is 
its most striking feature. This trough, which is 
narrow when compared with the other two, ex- 
tends about fifteen miicg in a southwesterly di- 
rection from the end of lake to where the 
rocky rim crops out terminates the 
mari deposit which fills wp this end of the basin 
or groove. The St. Louia Kiver falis into this 
basin by a succession of cascades and rapids in 
a tortuous course, its sides and trap-rock 
bed strongly suggestive of the Giants’ 
Causeway in the north of Ireland, and 
soon broadens out into at irregular but beauti- 
ful bay or arm of the lake, and is known as the 
St. Louis or inner bay, which is connected at a 
right angle with Superior Bay by a narrow 
Straight body of water, 
fathoms in depta. 

The north sbore of this bay and the northerly 
end of Superior Bay hug the northerly gragitic 
rim of the trough very dlosely, which rises ab- 
ruptly and sometimes almost precipitously to an 
elevation which varies from 600 to 1,000 teet 
above the bay andiake. On the side of this rocky 
rim, on the narrow spit which divides Supe- 
rior Bay from the lake proper, and in the sbal-

Prestdent Madison's Wife, 

Washington Letter: “In memory of Dolly 
Payne, wife of James Madison,” is the sim- 
ple inscription of the marble shaft. And 
who ‘was Dolly Payne? A Quaker girl, 
around whom clings all that was romantic 
and poetic in Madison’s life, except his 
tender devotion to his mother, He fell in 
love with her while he was in Philadelphia 
attending the sessions of Congress as a Rep- 
resentative from Virginia, She was born in 
North Carolina, but when quite young her 
parents removed to Philade|phia and joined 
the Society of Friends. When Madison first 
wet her she was Mrs. Dorothy Payne 
Todd, the widow of John Todd. Still she 
was only 23 years old, and as pretty in 
feature as charmingin conversation. His 
suit was successful, which is not to be won- 
dered at, for he was a man of wealth and 
with‘ wide reputation, With her he re- 
tired to his country seat to enjoy her society, 
the company of his friends, and the comforts 
of home. Seven happy years were spent at 
Montpelier, and then, P 1801, Madison was 
appointed Secretary State. and removed 
with his beautiful wife to this city: After- 
ward, when Madison became President, she 
shared the White House withhim. Itis said 
of her that she presided with more brillian- 
cy over the Executive mansion than any 
other woman before or since. Her beauty, 
her charming manners, her quiet refinement, 
and her dignity and grace ent a charin be- 
fore unknown to hite House enter- 
tainments. 

And she was as brave as she was Beautiful. 
During the exciting days of the war of 1812 
she showed such devotion and bravery that 
she was no longer simply a queen of the 
drawing-room, but a heroine ameng hero- 
ines. The24th of August, 1814, witnessed 
the entry ot the British into the Capital, after 
defeating our,army at Bladensburg. ‘The 
day previous Mrs.’ Madison wrote thus t 
her sister at Mount Vernon: ‘“* My husb 
left me yesterday morning to join Gen. Win- 
der. He inquired anxiously whether I had 
courage or firmness to remain In the Presi- 
dent’s house until his return on the morrow 
or succeeding day on my assurance that 
I had no fear but for him and the suc- 
cess of our army he left me _ beseech- 
ing me to take care of ‘myself and of the 
Cabinet papers, public and pfivate. I have 
since received two dispatthes from him writ- 
ten with a pencil: the’ last 1s alarmiriz,. be- 
cause he desires that lL should be ready at a 
moment’s warning to.enter my carriage and 
leave thecity . . . Iam determined not 
to go myself until I see Mr. Madison safe 
and he cap accompany the, as I fear much 
toward him.” The following 
afternoon she addsa postscript: “Will you 
believe it, my sister, we have had a battle or 
a skirmish uear Bladensburg, and | am still 
here within sound of the cannon! Mr. Mad- 
ison comes not; mayGod-protect him! Two 
messengers covered with dust come to bid 
me fiy, but I wait for him.”

Art at Home—Beautiful Needle-Pictures 
aud China-Cieset Portieres. 

There.is a special beauty. in pictures 
wrought by the needle. The work is exceed- 
ingly artistic, and therefore always interest- 
ing. “To most wonen the use of the needle 
is a positive relief, as well as pleasure, work- 
ing off at its slender point the many yvexa- 
fons and troubles of tneir daily life; and 
when we can draw it fron’ the practical into
